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Thousands to use 
new rail service

MORE than 400,000 passen¬ 
gers are expected to take 
advantage of increased 
services on the Thameslink 
line following a change in the 
line's operator. 

On Friday the Department of 
Transport announced that 
First Capital Connect (FCC) 
had lost the contract for the 
line, which includes the Luton 
to London service. 

It has been awarded to Govia 
Transport, which will run the 
new and expanded network. 

Luton Airport said it predict¬ 
ed between 400,000-600,000 
existing passengers would use 
early morning services Luton 
Airport Parkway station and 


London St Pancras. A mini¬ 
mum of two services an hour 
around the clock will operate 
between the stations. 

FCC, which has run the 
Thameslink services since 
2006, was unsuccessful in its 
bid for the franchise. 

The new Thameslink, 
Southern and Great Northern 
(TSGN) franchise will run for 
seven years from this 
September. It replaces the 
existing Thameslink and 
Great Northern franchise, and 
the South Central franchise, 
which includes Southern and 
Gatwick Express services, 
previously run by FCC. 

Govia already runs Southern 
Railways, London Midland 
and South Eastern train 
services, and previously ran 


Thameslink between March 
1997 and March 2006. 

The news was welcomed by 
Glyn Jones, the managing 
director of Luton Airport. 

The number of passengers 
using the line is expected to 
grow in line with the expan¬ 
sion of the airport. 

Mr Jones said: “Coming just 
a couple of weeks after the 
airport received the green 
light from the Government to 
invest in Luton’s future, it’s 
important that an improved 
rail service between now and 
2021 keeps pace with the 
demands of a developing air¬ 
port and its passengers. 

“Under the Department for 
Transport’s new approach to 
involve stakeholders like the 
airport in how rail franchises 


can be better managed and 
improved, we look forward to 
working with Govia to 
improve the speed and fre¬ 
quency of trains serving the 
airport and to deliver long 
term creative solutions to 
some of the legacy issues that 
have impacted the overall 
experience of travelling to 
and from Luton by train.” 

FCC’s managing director 
David Statham said the firm 
was ‘disappointed’ with not 
securing the contract but 
would work with Govia to 
‘secure the smooth transition 
of operations’. 

He added: “I want to thank 
our employees for their hard 
work and continued efforts to 
deliver the best possible 
service for our passengers.” 


Animal ban for boy who attacked dog and cat 


A TEENAGER has been banned from 
keeping all animals for life after chilling 
videos of him kicking a cat and brutally 
beating a dog were found on his phone. 

The 16-year-old from Luton, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, was also 
sentenced to an 18-month Youth 
Rehabilitation Order at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday including a supervision 
order and a three-month curfew from 7pm 
to 7am. He had previously pleaded guilty to 
offences under the Animal Welfare Act. 

The disturbing footage was found by 
police investigating another matter, and

passed on to the RSPCA. The first part of 
the footage is believed to have been filmed 
in September last year and shows the 
juvenile callously pinning Staffordshire bull 
terrier Tyler down in a chair then repeated¬ 
ly punching her in the face and chest with 
brutal force. 

He can then be seen yanking her down 
and holding her by the neck so he can kick 
and knee her several times. There is also 
footage, believed to have been filmed in 


April last year, showing the teen forcefully 
kicking a cat in the face in an unidentified 
street in Luton. 

RSPCA inspector Stephanie Law said: 
“Both of these attacks were utterly abhor¬ 
rent. I have seen a lot of horrible things in 
my job, but I felt physically ill watching this 
footage, it was so distressing.” 

A vet said Tyler and the cat, which has 
not been traced, would have suffered 
stress, bruising, soft tissue trauma. Tyler 
has made a good recovery.

School set to contest 
‘critical’ Ofsted report

AN Islamic faith school which 
says it has been criticised for not 
preparing its pupils to ‘live in 
British society’ is going to chal¬ 
lenge the findings of a draft 
Ofsted report. 

On May 15 parents and staff at 
Olive Tree Primary School in 
Bury Park Road, kicked out 
Ofsted inspectors after nine and 
10-year-old pupils were asked 
questions about homosexuality. 

The private school has around 
65 pupils and does not teach sex 
education. 

Farasat Latif, the chairman of 
governors, said the four-day 
inspection which started on May 
13 had been cut short after 
parents complained. 

He accused the inspectors and 


thereportofbeingTslamaphobic’. 

Ofsted said it had been asked to 
carry out an ‘emergency inspec¬ 
tion’ by the Department for 
Education. 

Mr Latif said: “We are making a 
complaint because they asked 
kids about homosexuality and 
we are also going to take it to the 
Luton Safeguarding Board 
because the kids were interro¬ 
gated and asked things without 
their consent or that of their par¬ 
ents. We are challenging the 
findings of the draft report 
because they said we are not pre¬ 
paring the children to live in 
British society.” 

He added: “They also criticised 
our library but about 99 per cent 
of its books are written by non- 
Muslims and we have books by 
Anne Lrank and Roald Dahl - 
these are not books that a funda¬ 


mentalist school would stock. 
This report is not to do with 
education, it’s about an 
Islamaphobic agenda.” 

Ofsted said it would not com¬ 
ment before publishing its 
report. In a statement released 
earlier this week, Sir Michael 
Wilshaw, the head of Ofsted, 
said: “Ofsted was asked to carry 
out an emergency inspection of 
this particular school by the 
Department for Education. This 
school is usually inspected by 
another organisation. 

“Given the specific nature of 
the concerns in this case - includ¬ 
ing the publicly expressed views 
of a member of the school’s 
senior leadership team - I am 
very satisfied that the conduct of 
the inspection team was entirely 
appropriate throughout the 
visit.”

Exposed engine makes 
for boiling hot bus ride

A PASSENGER was feeling the 
heat after spending around 20 
miles on a bus sitting near the 
exposed engine. 

Ian Hamilton, 78, described 
the temperature as ‘oppressive’ 
as he travelled into Luton on the 
number 81 Stagecoach service 
from Bedford on May 16 with his 
wife. 

Mr Hamilton, who is retired, 
said he was ‘amazed’ to see the 
engine compartment showing 
underneath one of the seats at 
the back. 

The couple had been travelling 
from their home in Marston 
Mortaine to the town for their 
weekly shop when they were 
forced to sit near the health and 
safety hazard. 

Towards the end of the journey 
one of passengers alerted the 




bus driver to the exposed 
mechanics. 

Mr Hamilton said there was 
concern that someone could 
have been injured. 

He said: “The heat that came 
out of the engine compartment 
was unbearable and the noise 
was loud. There were also some 
fumes. 

“There were seats available at 
the back but the heat was so 
oppressive that when some 
people left the bus we went to sit 
at the front. 

“If someone’s child had fallen 
there or if a child had put their 
hand there, they would have 
been burnt. 

“I was just amazed that it had 
left the garage like that - some of 
the fixing bolts were on the seat.” 

A spokeswoman for Stagecoach 
said: “The vehicle was incorrect¬ 
ly put into service following 
work carried out by a third party 
contractor. 

“However, once the driver 
became aware of the issue, the 
vehicle was returned to the 
depot immediately. 

“Safety is our absolute priority 
and we will be reinforcing our 
procedures on vehicle checks 
with the contractor and our 
team. 

“We would like to apologise to 
our customers for any inconven¬ 
ience caused.”

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Pet horse’s neglect 
‘devastates’ family

THE owner of a horse which 
died after being severely 
neglected by its carer has 
said she is ‘devastated'. 

Laura Willis, 33, from 
Kempston, had gone in for 
brain surgery last winter 
when she left her bay mare 
Polly in the care of Houghton 
Regis woman Rachel Hall, 25. 

Last Friday at Milton Keynes 
Magistrates’ Court Hall was 
banned from keeping horses 
for life and given an eight 
week custody order suspend¬ 
ed for 12 months, after plead¬ 
ing guilty to causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering to Polly and a 
bay gelding called Sam. 

RSPCA officers were called 
to Church Road in Upper 


Sundon where the horses 
were kept. Sam was found 
dead at the scene and emaci¬ 
ated Polly later died from ill- 
health. 

Ms Willis said Hall had 
showed her good references 
when they met, as well as the 
field she would be keeping 
the animals in. 

The mother-of-three said: “I 
kept in touch with her whilst I 
was in hospital and she was 
saying that everything was 
okay. The field’s owners had 
been abroad for nine weeks 
so no-one saw what was 
happening. 

“I first knew of Polly’s death 
when I saw the story online. It 
has been hard because of 
what I have been through and 
it’s harder now that I have lost 
her for good. 


“I had Polly for about two 
years and I got her to build up 
my confidence in horses 
again. 

“She was such a well- 
behaved mare and my chil¬ 
dren even rode her. She 
wouldn’t have hurt anybody.” 

She added: “It’s been abso¬ 
lutely devastating. Me and my 
kids are really upset and it 
goes to prove that you have to 
be careful about who you 
trust. I am just pleased that 
she has been given a life ban.” 

Hall was also given a 
12-month supervision order, 
80 hours unpaid work and 
made to pay £2,000 in costs 
plus a £80 victim surcharge. 

RSPCA chief inspector Rob 
Hartley said he had been 
‘absolutely appalled’ by the 
level of neglect.

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Town second for 
house evictions

RESIDENTS in the town are 
the second most likely to 
lose their homes in the East 
of England, new research 
has shown. 

Figures released by the 
housing charity Shelter 
revealed that Peterborough, 
followed closely by Luton, 
had people more likely to 
receive a repossession notice, 
with one in every 60 homes at 
risk in both towns. 

The research is based on 


Ministry of Justice data from 
the last financial year which 
shows how many homeown¬ 
ers and private or social rent¬ 
ers have received a posses¬ 
sion notice for their home. 

Luton council said many 
residents in the town were 
‘struggling’ in the current 
economic climate. 

A spokesman said rent 
arrears among the authori¬ 
ty’s own tenants had 
increased by almost £60,000 
since last year’s Welfare 
Reforms were introduced. 

Shelter predicted that many 


struggling families ‘could 
soon hit danger levels’. 

The charity’s chief execu¬ 
tive, Campbell Robb, said: 
“These staggering figures 
show just how many families 
in the East of England go 
through the trauma of learn¬ 
ing that their home is at risk, 
every single week. 

“People are hearing that the 
economy is recovering, but 
we’re seeing the reality that 
many families across the 
country are still battling to 
keep their heads above water 
and keep their homes.

After some trying times, 
Luton is on the up and up 


I T’S an old newspaper 
adage that only bad news 
is good news. Planes 
crashing is news, planes 
landing safely isn’t. That is 
not always the case and over 
the past few weeks Luton has 
seen a refreshing number of 
good news stories about 
itself. 

It has its share, some would 
say more of its share, of mur¬ 
ders, shootings, stabbings 
and general crime. It has 
political bickering, not least 
because it is an oasis of red 
in a sea of East Anglian blue. 

But recently the town, and 
Lutonians, have reason to 
feel a lot more chipper. Luton 
Town has won promotion to 
the Football League, after 
years of trying. 

As any fan will tell you, its 
exit from the league had little 
or nothing to do with foot¬ 
ball. It was treated a bit shab¬ 
bily by the Football League 
and Football Association, 
being docked points when 
the blame lay with the direc¬ 
tors, not the club, players, or 
its loyal fans. Still Luton is 
back and well done to you. 


It has also been announced 
that Vauxhall vans are 
coming back big time. The 
new Vivaro will be produced 
in Luton and if successful, 
which looks highly likely, 
could lead to a lot more 
skilled jobs in the town. And, 
after years of uncertainty, 
the expansion of Luton 
Airport is going to happen. 

There are some in 
Hertfordshire who are obvi¬ 
ously not happy. As a former 
Luton councillor once told 
me: ‘Everyone wants a bus 
service but no-one wants a 
bus stop outside their house.’ 
It is true of airports. More 
and more of us are flying 
more and more often, so air¬ 
port expansion is inevitable. 

And planes are getting qui¬ 
eter and quieter, so the intru¬ 
sion for those in the flight 
path is not as noisy as it once 
was. 

I accept there is some 
intrusion but there will be 
thousands of new jobs, some 
of which will be in Hertford¬ 
shire, so we should all wel¬ 
come the expansion. It also

Consultant’s stay 
comes under fire

THE length of time the coun¬ 
cil has employed an engi¬ 
neering consultant has come 
under criticism. 

Philip Cunningham is a 
project manager for the £89 
million busway scheme and 
is also involved in other 
projects at the town hall. 

He is not directly employed 
by the authority but is a direc¬ 
tor of The Cunningham 
Consultancy Ltd, which the 
council has paid £987,633 


since 2005 for its work. Luton 
council said the firm had won 
two tenders in 2005 and 
2008/9 and that it had con¬ 
tributed to the ‘upskilling’ of 
10 members of staff. However, 
the length of Mr 
Cunningham’s stay has come 
under fire. 

One council worker, who 
did not wish to be named, 
told Luton on Sunday: “When 
other people are being made 
redundant, it’s a real kick in 
the teeth.” 

Councillor David Franks, 
leader of the Liberal 


Democrats, said consultants 
brought advantages ‘from 
time to time’, but added they 
should have a time limit of 
three months. 

The council said it had 
reduced its overall consul¬ 
tancy spend by £6 million 
since 2005/6, and that 85 per 
cent of The Cunningham 
Consultancy’s fees had come 
from government grants. 

Luton on Sunday made 
efforts to contact The 
Cunningham Consultancy 
Ltd but our messages were 
not returned.

100 years on we

LEST we forget. That’s what 
we say each year on 
November 11, promising 
that the stories of those 
who gave their lives will 
never be lost with each 
passing year. 

And 100 years after the 
Great War began that 
promise is as good now as it 
has ever been. 

There are plenty of books, 
films and television 
programmes which 
document Britain at war. 
But what of Bedfordshire 
during wartime? 

We begin our journey at 
the Bedfordshire and Luton 
Archive where our county 
archivists are busy cata¬ 
loguing every snippet of 
information into two blogs 
on Bedfordshire during the 
First World War, which will 
be updated every day from 
the day the conflict began, 
August 4. 

When war broke out in 
1914, the concept of our 
own fathers, brothers and 
sons going to fight was an 
unfamiliar one. 

Martin Deacon, team 
leader at the archive, said: 
“There was nobody alive 
who had lived through a 
war at home, where Britain 


could be invaded. It directly 
touched people because it 
was not a far away war in a 
country we’d never heard 
about.” 

For the first time war was 
on our doorstep, and for the 
people of Bedfordshire, that 
meant soldiers coming 
from all over Britain to 
train in our midst before 
being sent to the front. 

Men from all over were 
billeted to Bedford, many to 
the Goldington Road 
schools, and it was not 
uncommon to see 1,000 
men marching from train 
stations to where they 
would be trained. 

Perhaps the biggest cul¬ 


ture shock at the time was 
the arrival of the men of the 
51st Highland Division who 
marched into Bedford, 
which was their wartime 
base, with their kilts and 
broad Scottish accents. 

As the fighting went on, 
local contributions to the 
war effort also increased 
with ammunition factories 
in Luton and Ampthill 
producing things like ball 
bearings for guns, steel 
helmets and even some 
types of uniform. 

In total it is thought 
around 2,000 men from 
Bedfordshire died in the 
Great War, although the 
amount of casualties from

the Bedfordshire Regiment 
is around 8,000 as many of 
the men came from 
Hertfordshire, London and 
other parts of the UK. The 
first to be killed in action 
was Private Edwin James 
Bywaters of the 1st 


Battalion the Bedfordshire 
Regiment who fell on 
August 23, 1914. His body 
was never found.

while the 
4th was set up as a 
training unit and later sent 
out to fight as part of the 
63rd Royal Naval Division. 

By the end of the war only 
the 1st, 2nd, 4th and 
lst/5th, had not been 
disbanded. Along with 
those already mentioned, 
the 6th, 7th and 8th battal¬ 
ions also saw active service 
but in fact there were 14 
other 

battalions that never went 
to the front, acting as 
garrison troops in India, 
working at docks and 
guarding parts of UK. 

Martin added: “The 
battalions themselves had 
mixed experiences. On the 
first day of the Battle of the 
Somme, there were 60,000 
casualties in one day. There 
had never been as many in 
one day before nor has 
there been since. The 8th 
Battalion was badly hit. 
They were asked to do the 
impossible too often. It was 
a total disaster for the 
British Army, but not so for 
the 7th Bedfords as they 
achieved all their objectives 
that day. 

“They lost 100 men but 
that number was far less 
than most battalions 
suffered on that day.”

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Reward offered 
for stolen work

THE founder of a jazz record 
company is offering a reward 
after thieves stolen thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
equipment which held 
photos of his late wife. 

Paul Jolly, 66, from 33 
Records, said he was stump¬ 
ing up £500 for any informa¬ 
tion that would help him 
reclaim what was on the 
computers, which also 
included important work. 

The burglary happened on 
May 12 while a workshop was 
being held in the record 
company’s base at the Hat 
Factory. Three Apple iMacs 
were taken along with other 
equipment. 

Mr Jolly said some of the 
computers also contained 
images which were going to 
be used for a project being 
run by the Luton Community 
Arts organisation. 

He said: “The most impor¬ 
tant things on the computers 
was our current work. There 
was also back-up material 
and things like financial 
records. 

“It had some photos of my 
late wife and I kept them 


there because I thought they 
would be safe in an office. 

“It’s the last thing that you 
think would be stolen. 

“We would like to offer a 
reward to get it back. 

“It’s not really the comput¬ 
ers that matter but the work 
that will take months to 
replace.” 

The record company has a 
large catalogue of about 300 
albums and mainly produces 
material for jazz artists in the 


UK, US and Europe. Mr Jolly 
added: “It’s a big loss to us 
because we’re smaller than 
other record companies so 
when you have a loss like this, 
it will threaten the business. 

“You’re doing creative work 
for artists that can have a 
knock-on effect.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Bedfordshire Police said that 
they had launched an investi¬ 
gation into the incident and 
were still making enquiries.

Mother is told human 
remains are her son’s

PRELIMINARY findings have 
revealed human remains 
belong to the missing son of a 
Luton mother. 

Council worker Margaret 
Allpress’s son Matthew disap¬ 
peared in November while on 
a solo trek through the centre 
of the Annapurna region of 
Nepal. 

Mrs Allpress and Matthew’s 
father Mark arrived in the area 
on May 14 where they also 
confirmed clothing and 
personal items found with the 
remains belonged to their son. 

Following tests by doctors, a 
statement on the Find Matt 
Facebook page said dental and 
medical records had 


confirmed the remains were 
almost certainly Matthew’s. 

It said: “An autopsy was 
performed over the past few 
days on the skeletal remains 
recovered last week. 

“The autopsy was performed 
by doctors from the Teaching 
Flospital in Kathmandu under 
request from the Pokhara 
Police. 

“Margaret, Matthew’s mum, 
attended the hospital on 
Thursday to view the remains 
and to meet with the examin¬ 
ing doctors who had carried 
out the autopsy. 

“The doctors advised that 
their preliminary findings 
were that the remains were of 
Matthew Allpress based on the 
dental and medical records 
provided by the family.”

‘Wicked’ Katherine’s 
house put up for sale

AN 11-BEDROOM grade II 
listed house once owned by 
an infamous highwaywom- 
an has been put up for sale. 

Cell Park, which is off the 
A5, close to Slip End, has been 
put on the market by Savills 
Estate Agents for £4.25 
million. 

The Elizabethan-style brick 
mansion was famously the 
home of the ‘Wicked’ Lady 
Katherine Ferrers, whose 
ghost has been seen in the 
area - according to local 
paranormal groups. 

Lady Ferrers was said to be a 
highwaywoman who robbed 
passengers on Watling Street 
(now the A5). 

She died in 1660 outside the 
house after being shot during 
one of her robberies. 



According to the Luton 
Paranormal Society, the 
ghost of Lady Ferrers was 
responsible for a fire which 
destroyed part of the house in 
1840. 

Guests and previous resi¬ 
dents of the property are also 
said to have encountered the 
ghost or seen strange things 


happening. The mansion is 
believed to have been first set 
up as a monastery before 
being converted in 1539 by 
Humphrey Bourchier. 

In 1547 Edward VI granted 
the estate and its various out 
buildings to George Ferrers, 
who was the then Lord of the 
Manor of Flamstead.

We must find the key to 
tackling housing policy 


AS this newspaper revealed 
last week, around 4,600 
working households in Luton 
are in receipt of housing 
benefit. 

That’s working people. In 
work. In employment. In 
jobs. 

They’re earning so little 
that they need government 
assistance in order to keep a 
roof over their respective 
heads. 

Amazingly, that figure 
stood at just 2,600 when this 
supposedly ‘tough on 
welfare’ Tory/Lib Dem 
government came to power. 

The net result of their 
policies is to push working 
people into poverty, making 
them more, not less, reliant 
on the state. Something is 
very badly wrong. 

Truth be told, housing 
policy has never recovered 
from the home ownership 
‘revolution’ of the 1980s. 

Forced to sell council hous¬ 
es off on the cheap, local 
authorities found themselves 
unable to build their way out 
of a chronic lack of accom¬ 
modation.

WHEN it comes to performing, 
there aren't many things that 
Alistair McGowan hasn’t done. 
He’s a stand-up comic, writer, 
director, Sport Relief Bake-Off 
champion and the man of a thou¬ 
sand voices. 

He’s also a very successful West 
End actor. This week, at MK 
Theatre, McGowan is heading up 
the cast as Professor Henry Higgins 
in George Bernard Shaw’s classic 
comedy, Pygmalion. Judy Riley 
talked to him (and a whole host of 
characters that dropped in on the 
conversation) about the show. 

It’s 100 years since Pygmalion 
first premiered in London, what’s 
the appeal of the play in 2014? 

McGowan laughs: “Well, it’s pop¬ 
ular, there are good lines in it, love¬ 
ly characters and it has political 
issues that are still very topical. It 
deals with the whole issue of social 
mobility and has its echoes in TV 
shows like Faking It and the X 
Factor. What raising people’s 
expectations does to them.” 

Does the kind of bullying and 
chauvinism that Higgins displays 
still exist? Maybe in the shape of 
the Jeremy Clarksons of this world? 

He sniffs. McGowan has made it 
very clear in the past what he thinks 
of the Top Gear presenter (not a lot). 
“Huh. I never saw any connections 
with Clarkson. Actually, Higgins 
reminds me most of my dad, who 
passed away a few years ago. He 


came to this country from India 
from an Anglo-Indian culture. He 
was very interested in the way peo¬ 
ple spoke. He made sure I changed 
the way I spoke; made sure I got rid 
of a thick Worcestershire accent.” 

Lots of actors say that they build a 
character from the shoes up. How 
do you approach a part? 

“Shoes? No, not at all. Very pre¬ 
dictably, I suppose, I start with 
finding the voice. It’s the way I’ve 
always worked. Whenever I find the 
voice it affects everything.” 

And your favourite impression? 

“It’s invariably the newest one. At 
the moment it’s Nigel Slater (and 


suddenly Nigel has taken over the 
conversation) but I never get fed up. 
You have to choose who to do. You 
have to want to find something 
interesting about the person. That’s 
why I don’t do many politicians. I 
find Ed Miliband really hard. (He 
immediately does a fine impersona¬ 
tion) Do I really want to sit and 
watch them to be able to imperson¬ 
ate them? It’s much more fun to do 
celebrities, soap characters, sports¬ 
men and football pundits. I like to 
fast forward through televised 
matches and listen to the pundits.” 

You have done so many things. 
What do you put on your passport? 


“I don’t know what’s on it. 
Entertainer I suppose. It confuses 
people. I do live work and they say ‘I 
didn’t know you did stand-up or 
acting or whatever’.” 

Have you been to Milton Keynes 
before? 

“Well, yes. But the last time was in 
the early nineties. I did a stand-up 
set for Chris Moyles who was run¬ 
ning a comedy night on a Sunday in 
a sports venue? Or something like 
that...” 

How times change.

Band brings the 
glory days back 
in reunion show

THE LUTON BAND 

St Mary’s Church

FOR one night only, former members of one 
of the town’s most famous musical groups 
will be holding a concert. 

The Luton Band will be pulling out all the 
stops to bring their name back into the pub¬ 
lic eye in recognition of an event that 
occurred more than 90 years ago. 

In September 1923, The Luton Band 
achieved a brass band double - winning the 
National Finals Contest and also the 1000 
Guinea Trophy - a feat unmatched by 
another before or since. 

The band was formed in 1883 and through 
the two World Wars kept the morale up in 
the town. 

It held a place in the top rank of brass 
banding until the late 1990s, featuring on 
both television and radio broadcasts as well 
as in many worldwide competitions. 

However, in the late 1990s a falling 
number of members caused the band to 
withdraw from competing and although the 
band has not formally disbanded, there has 
not been any rehearsals for around the last 
10 years. 

In mid-2013, several former members, led 
by Euphonium player Colin Reeves, felt it 
was time to resurrect the group name with a 
reunion concert and Saturday’s event was 
born. 

The night will be hosted by two former 
musical directors of the band, Terry 
Brotherhood and Phillip Littlemore, and will 
be a showcase of some of the music that 
the group was most well known for, as well 
as bringing together some of the most 
famous names from its 50 year history. 

Entry to the event is free but a retiring 
collection will be held in aid of St Mary’s 
Church Fund during the show.

GODZILLA _ 

Out now 

BREAKOUT indie director Gareth 
Edwards deserves immense credit 
for doing something different with 
Godzilla lore - even if the finale 
undoes some of his good work. 

He brings the experience of low- 
budget 2010 movie Monsters - which 
famously (in film circles at least) 
barely featured any actual ‘monsters’ 
- by trying to build likeable human 
characters among a menacing back¬ 
drop. 

And that menace isn’t necessarily 
the title character itself - it just seems 
that way from clever marketing mis¬ 
direction - as two MUTOs (Massive 
Unidentified Terrestrial Organism) 
are unleashed after feeding on nucle¬ 
ar power, leading to Godzilla being 
the anti-hero with the ability to 
restore balance against these forces of 
nature. 

The human characters come in the 
form of husband and wife team of 
Ford and Elle who are dealing with 
catastrophes in Tokyo and San 
Francisco respectively. 

Ford has gone to see his nutty Dad, 
Joe, who is still trying to prove that 
the destruction of the nuclear power 
station under his control 15 years 
earlier-which caused the death of his 
wife - wasn’t caused by an earth¬ 
quake, but actually something else 
and he’s soon proved right. 

As the military and other experts 
combine forces to combat this new 


alien menace, another giant monster, 
who has been sleeping quietly for 
more than half a century awakens 
due to all this nuclear activity - and it 
might just be humanity’s only hope. 

Director Edwards stays loyal to the 
original film’s Japanese roots and 
nuclear-orientated storyline with an 
truly intriguing first hour - with a 
noteworthy (if slightly over-acted) 
performance from Cranston being 
the meat in the sandwich - building 
up into what could have been one of 
the most surprising blockbusters in 


quite some time. But sadly the main 
leads - despite being part of some 
impressive action set-pieces - don’t 
quite hit the spot, with Ford being a 
little too dull as a leading man, and 
Elle being a woefully underused ste¬ 
reotype. 

The last hour then turns into a mon- 
ster-mash as the ingenuity unravels 
with an ending that is as bloated as 
chunky Godzilla’s over-sized belly 
and the movie just kind of fizzles out 
as we get to the pay-off. But this effort 
ultimately does more rights than 


wrongs as Edwards comes close to 
turning what could have been pre¬ 
dictable big-budget summer fare into 
a high-concept blockbuster with 
brains - more akin to the likes of 
Spielberg. 

For that he deserves a lot of plaudits 
and it’s well worth a watch for being a 
little different. 

Compared to the last 1998 Godzilla 
effort he makes this look like an 
Oscar-winner.

LUTON Town are closing in on the 
signing of Dulwich Hamlet mid¬ 
fielder Erhun Oztumer.
